munist leadership are constant- 
ly defeated by the seif-satisfied 
incumbents of power, who are 
too often quite happy to use the 
Communist menace as an ¢x- 
euse for maintaining the status 
quo. This impasse in turn fur- 
ther disheartens liberals and 
progressives and confirms work- 
ing men and many young intel- 
lectuals in their support of the 
Communist party, whose pro- 
gnostications on che futility of 
compromise are constantly va- 
lidated by smug and uncompro- 
mising conservatism 

Once powerful liberal move- 
ments in France and italy, the 
Socialist Party, the MRP. the

IPO. special concert 
the Ohel Shem Hall 
on Wednesday, conducted by 
the Brazilian composer Heitor 
Villa-Lobos, offered before 
ine interval two works of 
classical nobility perhaps with 
the idea of intensifying the 
expectation for lighter 
things which figured in the 
seconc part of the programme. 
Thus Coreili’s Concerto Grosso 
No. 8, and Bach's Organ-Pre- 
luae (adapted by Villa-Lobos) 
could only be taken as an 
hors doeuvre, especially as 
the orchestra played them 
without interest: the brass in 
the Bach piece was even in- 
tolerable. 

However, after the interval 
things changed completely. 
Popular music—in the pures: 
sense of the term — took over. 
One might say that the po- 
pular character of the music 
was so genuine that it occa- 
sionally aimost a 
trivial, in its folklore elements 
as well as in the colourful 
orchestral dress-up by Ville- 
Lobos.. Although his. instru- 
mencation shows outward re- 
finement, his approach is evi- 
dently not at all sophisticated. 
The splendour seems to come 
from the same ancient, and 
even more contemporary 
sources of rhythmical me- 
lodic material at his disposal. 
This music 
works performed here -— is 
cemiainly understood and ap- 
preciated by every boy and 
girl in Rio. Banalities? Ba- 
nalities are part of every folk- 
lore. Only ih his “Choros”

Ravel Festival 


HE Maurice Ravel Festival, 
sponsored by Le Centre 

de Culture Francaise at the 
YMCA. on Wednesday, was 
a rare occasion. After a brief 
opening address by Mr. J. 
Loewenson-Lavi, the musical 
programme started with the 
enchanting piano-suite (for 
four hands) “Ma Mére rOye” 
(recentiy conducted as an 
orchestral suite by Edward 
Lockspeiser), which has the 
same fairy-dream atmosphere 
as his opera-ballet: “L’Enfan< 
e: les Sortiléges). The read- 
Ing by Avigdor Heiss and 
Karl Berent was delicate but 
fine tearm-work. This was foi- 
lowed by “Chansons made- 
casses,”” a striking setting for 
voice, piano (A. Reiss); flute 
{Hanoch Tel-Oren) and cello 
(Paul) Blasberger), and is a 
rhythmic mixture of barbaric 
and refined clements. Unfor- 
tunately Antonia Weiss-La- 
vane is nothing of a Black 
Venus; her interpretation was 
frigid, lacking in coiour and 
vitality. With “Gaspard de la 
nuit” {reviewed after a re- 
cent broadcast) the highly ta- 
lented Avigdor Reiss proved 
once more his extraordinary 
technique and sensitiveness.

E great violinist, Adolf 

Busch, died of a heart ail- 
ment in New York on Tuesday 
last, Born in Siegen (West 
falia)} in 1890, Busch studied 
with Steinbach at the Conser- 
vatorium in Cologne and be- 
eame first concertmaster of 
the Vienna Concertverein Or- 
chestra at 21. 

In 1933, in protest against 
Hitler's persecutions of the 
Jews, Busch cancelled all his 
engagements in Germany, in- 
cluding the Brahms centennial 
in Hamburg, and shortly 
thereafter left the country 
with his family and his 
famous quarte%. 

Upon becoming a Swiss citi- 
zen in 1935, Busch declared 
that he would never again 
slay in any copntry which 
did not have a free democratic

country and appeared as 
soloist with the newly formed 
Palestine Philharmonic Or- 
chestra.
